A Berlin military commentator 
declared a general assault on “the 
inner walls of fortress Europe” 
had,begun and that the Allies were 
determined to force the war to a 
conclusion before winter.

LONDON, Oct: 9.—(#)—Rus- 
sian troops swept to within artil- 
lery range of the last German es- 
cape roads out of the Baltic to- 
day, capturing points only three 
miles from German East Prussia 
and 12 miles from the big Baltic 
port of Memel, a Moscow com- 
munique announced tonight. 


In Hungary the Russians cut 
the last major flight route out of 
Transylvania by seizing a 25-mile 
stretch of the Debrecen-Budapest 
railway, and both Berlin and Mos- 
cow broadcasts said the Red Army 
was storming Szolnok, 50 miles 
from Budapest, after crossing the 
Tisza river, last natural defense 
line before the Hungarian capital. 

Soviet troops in northern Yugo- 
slavia crossed the lower Tisza riv- 
er in a flanking move on.southern 
Hungary, the Moscow bulletin 
said.

Candidate Wants View 
Of Smaller Nations On 
‘Armed Peace’ Plan 


ALBANY, Oct. 9.—(UP)—Gov. 
Dewey said today that the “Big 
Four” nations had moved a long 
way in developing postwar peace 
plans at Dumbarton Oaks, but 


warned against “discouragement 
and disunity.” 


The Republican candidate for 
President declared he was “very 
happy” with the results of the 
conference among British, Rus- 
sian, Chinese and American diplo- 
mats and said the reaction of oth- 
er nations should be sought imme- 
diately. 


“The work of the British, Rus- 
sian, Chinese and American ex- 
perts makes a fine beginning in 
a momentous task,”:he said. “All 
peace-loving people must rejoice 
that we have found so large an 
area of agreement about world or- 
ganization for peace. The unani- 
mous, recommendations open the 
way to the next steps.” 

Dewey, who has been kept fully 
advised on the peace work 
a Secretary of State Cor- 
dell Hull’s office, said that the 
views of other nations‘ who will 
be members of the proposed world 
organization should be sought im- 
mediately—while they are held 
together in the war effort. 


“We must find agreement as to 
the voting rights within the coun- 
cil, particularly in case one - of 
the permanent members of the 
council is itself involved in con- 
troversy,” he said. “Not only the 
great but the small nations must 
have a full share in shaping ‘the 
peace structure if it is to work. 
Then there must be drafted a det-. 
inite treaty establishing the new 
organization and that in turn must

British Prime Minister Church:

MOSCOW, Oct. 9.—(4)—British 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill, 


accompanied by Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden and high British 
officials, arrived in Moscow by 
plane today for conferences with 
Premier Joseph Stalin, with the 
organization of the final military 
blows against Germany and a mul- 
titude of European political ques- 
tions expected to be high on the 
discussion agenda. 


A broadcast from Moscow heard 
in ndon early Tuesday said 
Churchill and Stalin conferred 
Monday and that their ng 
was attended also by en and 
Soviet Foreign Commissar Molo- 
tov. Subjects discussed in the con- 
ference were not disclosed. 

This will be Churchill’s first 
talk with Stalin since the Teheran 
conference nearly a year ago and 
the third since the war’s start. Re- 
sponsible quarters said tonight 
that the meeting was at Church- 
ill’s request and that the discus 
sions might last about a week. 


Churchill made what was de 
scribed as “a fighting speech” at 
the airport for Soviet newsreel 
men. Attired in a dark overcoat 
and a black hat instead of his 
usual flying suit, Churchill paid 
a glowing tribute to the achieve 
ments of the Red Army. 


Churchill and Stalin were ex- 
pected to review postwar political 
problems that will require a close 
harmony of views and co-ordina- 
tion of policy among the major 
Allied powers. These included the 
current disputes between the Po-

MARSHALL SAYS PACIFIC WAR 
RUNNING FAR AHEAD OF SCHEDULE 


WITH THE SIXTH ARMY 


GROUP, France. Och 9,—(UP) 


Gen. Marshall, United States Army chief of staff, said today 
that the Pacific war was so far ahead of schedule that the supply 
problem was difficult and he revealed that the work of estab- 
lishing American Army fronts throughout the wofld had been 


largely completed. 


Visiting the oh of Gen. Goesland de Montsbert, 
commanding a French army formation, Marshall said at a press 


conference. 


“So far as the American Army and air forces are $p- 
cerned, deployment has been largely completed now. The 
maining troops are moving rapidly to their overseas theaters. 
We are adequately supplied with replacements.” 

Asked regarding the Pacific war Marshall said: 

“Our greatest complication is that we are ahead of sched- 
ule, which makes it difficult to supply.”

Help Wounded To Plan, 
says World War I Vet 


(An ez-Marine, disabled in World War I, answers Gls who have 
lost limbs in this war and shy away from stares... ) 


After 27 years with only one hand (he lost the other in France 
during the last war), a fireman at Lawson General Hospital offered 
some suggestions yesterday on the soldier-civilian outlook on battle 
casualties. 


A group of Ward 12-B boys, 
soldiers who lost limbs in various 
theaters of operation in this war, 
revealed last week that they do 
not want civilians to stare at their 
empty sleeves or trouser legs. 
They don’t want inquiries, sym- 
pathy or pampering. They simply 
want to be treated like any other 
soldiers. 

Realizing that 
want to hel 
man, who claims to be the first 
World War I veteran to return to 
the United States with a wound, 

along a few tips to civil- 
ians and soldiers. 


MOST IMPORTANT 


First, he considers the most im- 
portant adjustment facing a man 
who returns without a part of his 
physical make-up is learning to 
think for himself. 


“The soldier must think for him- 
self. People must help him learn 
to do this. The veteran is almost 
like a newborn baby. He must 
have someone to help and encour- 
age him,” he said. 

A private in the Fifth Regi- 
ment, U. S. Marines, attached to 
the Second Division of the freg- 
ular Army in the last war, this 
man lost his left hand in a rail- 
road accident in France. The 
government spent $4,500 teaching 
him photography, he explains, but 
he never has used this training.

“Let them do this for you. 
They want to,” the ex-Marine 
suggests.

them completely. 

“No money, either from govern 
ment funds or other sources, can 
repay a soldier for the loss of a 
part of his body. The public 
should stand behind that man in 
his civilian days just as they did 
when they waved good-bye when

Supreme Court Refuses 
Review on Insurance 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—(UP)—The supreme court today refused 
to reconsider its June ruling that insurance is business in interstate 
commerce and thus subject to federal anti-trust laws—decision which 


the house has voted to override. 


In the first decision session of 
its 1944-45 term, the cgurt denied 
a motion for rehearing submitted 
by the Southeastern Underwriters 
Association and backed by 42 
states. The association, compris- 
ing 196 stock fire insurance com- 
panies, contended that the ruling 
created doubt as to demarcation 
between federal government and 
state regulatory powers, 

The house passed a bill affirm- 
ing that insurance is exempt from 


federal antitrust laws. The meas- 
ure uas been approved by the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee and if 
passed and signed by the President 
would supersede the court’s ruling. 
The insurance decision was 
handed down June 5 in a 4-3 judg- 
ment written by Justice Hugo L. 
Black. The ruling reinstated anti- 
trust chargés filed by the govern- 
ment against the firms in the 
northern Georgia federal court. 


The association argued that the 
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court had broken precedent in .de- 


ciding a constitutional question by 
less than a majority of the nine 
justices. It contended that 
state regulatory systems had been 
invalidated without “affirmative 
evidence as to congressional in- 
tent.”, 7 

The court’s decision was an in- 
terpretation of congressional intent 
in passing the Sherman and Clay- 
ton antitrust laws. The house took

The plan divides the structure 
of the organization, entitled “The 
United Nations,” into five parts. 
Most powerful is the 11-member 
“Security Council,” which in ef- 
fect is an executive branch. Other 
agencies proposed gre the “Gen- 
eral Assembly,” * “International 
Court of. Justice,” “Secretariat” 


and “Economic and Social Coun- 


cil.” 

The United States, Britain, Rus- 
sia, China and eventually France 
would have permanent representa- 


tives on the Security Council, 


with the assembly choosing six 
other nations ~to serve two-year 
terms. 

It is understood that except 
when one is charged with aggres- 
sion, the big four have agreed 
permanent members on the coun- 
cil must be unanimous on impor- 
tant questions, Decisions would 
require their votes plus those of 
enough rotating council members 
to make a majority of two-thirds. 

The council would act in behalf 
of the “United Nations”. to insure 
“prompt and effective action.” 

Any nation could bring up a 
dispute or threat to peace for the 
eouncil’s consideration and could 
participate in its discussions at 
the council’s discretion. 

The plan obligates members of 

e peacetime “United Nations” to 
settle their disputes amicably, but 
gives the council power to im- 
pose communications, diplomatic 
and economic sanctions when con- 
ciliation fails. 

Beyond sanctions, it could order 
air, sea or land action by forces 
of all or any member nations “to 
maintain or restore international 
peace an and security. €

Each Atlantan overseas will receive an average of four or 
five Christmas parcels, Postmaster L. F. Livingston estimated 
yesterday as he reminded persons who have not mailed their 


packages that Saturday night

Although the deadline actually is Sunday, local receiving sta- 
tions close at 7 p. m. Saturday and will not be held open for 
last-minute mailing, the official disclosed. 

Clerks in the downtown post offices predicted that the peak 
is yet to come, despite the estimated daily mailings to date 
of 2,000 parcels. This brings the total to about 50,000 packages, 
postal officials said, with between 150 and 175 bags of over- 
seas shipments leaving the mailing centers each day. 

“This year’s volume of overseas soldiers mail is about double 
the amount we handled last year,” Postmaster Livingston said. 
“The parcel increase is directly proportionate to the increased 
number of servicemen outside the country, I believe.”

Winning the War--And the Peace 


There are, in the day’s news, indisputa- 
ble indications of progress in the war and 
the equally important plans for peace. 


In the east a new Russian drive has 
opened along a 175-mile front on the bor- 
der of East Prussia and in the west Gen- 
eral Eisenhower’s forces have struck with 
renewed fury to break the deadlock around 
Aachen. 


The announcement, meanwhile, of the 
power-packed preserve-the-peace proposals 
of the Big Four and of Prime Minister 
Churchill and Foreign Secretary Eden’s 
arrival in Moscow makes for reassurance 
that the United Nations are indeed united 
and that there is co-ordinated planning 
underway for an effective world peace 
organization. 

It is, of course, too early as yet to 
determine whether the far-reaching rec- 
ommendations growing out of the Dum- 
barton Oaks conferences are the best 


world peace proposals which can be work- 
ed out. But they are set down in concrete 
form and, if they serve as nothing more 
than a point from which other ideas can 
be evolved, the flood of debate and think- 
ing which they will inevitably set off will 
have a healthy effect. 


As for the arrival, in Moscow, of 


_ Churchill, Eden and an entourage of mili- 


tary and diplomatic aides, here again is 
demonstrated that there is no dissension 
or cleavage in the ranks of our two great 
allies, that it is not unreasonable, but rather 
logical, to assume that once Germany is 
out of the war, Russia will turn to the 
east and join hands with the U. S. and 
Britain in the early defeat of Japan. 


The outlook, both on the battle fronts 
and in the planning for peace, is an en- 
couraging one. We are winning the war.

The Birthday of Fridtjof Nansen 


Up on a’mountain out of Oslo, Nor- 
way, there is a small museum. In it one 
may see the equipment used by one of 
the greatest men of all time on an attempt 
to reach the North Pole. The man was 
Fridtjof Nansen and today is his birthday. 


Born in Norway October 10, 1861, he 
early was attracted to the mysterious un- 
known of the vast north. He made many 
explorations but his greatest was that in 
the steamer “Fram.” This was in 1881. 
Leaving it locked in the ice, he and a 
single companion left with dogs and sled 
and attempted to reach the pole. He went 
farther than- any man had gone, and 
farther than many with more modern 
equipment were to-go in later years. The 
equipment carried on this great march, al- 
most to the pole, was pitifully little. All 
the medicine was in two small half-ounce 
bottles and one >f these was toothache 


drops. He was the real hero of the 
period and was also a great scholar and 
writer. 


It was after the first World War that 
he again attained great international stat- 
ure as a humanitarian. Thousands and 
thousands of persons were left by that war 
literally without a country. Having no 
country, they could not travel or remain 
anywhere for long, since they lacked any 
citizenship at all. Nansen headed a com- 
mission which produced the plan of the 
Nansen passport, one which was recog- 
nized by all the nations and enabled these 
nationless people to settle and find homes 


‘and obtain citizenship. He was the high 


commissioner of the League of Nations 
and as such wrote a great chapter in the 
history of humanitarian work. It is well 
for a busy and war-torn world to remem- 
ber him on this, his birthday.

A Simple Plan 
Which Will Work 


There have been many plans advanced for the 
long-overdue reorganization of Fulton county’s 
expensive and inefficient. police department. 

me for the county commissioners to take up the 
matter of this reorganization, and so I have a plan. We will call 
it the McGill plan. As far as I know, this exact plan has ohly my 
indorsement. It is quite simple and can be done in a matter of 
hours at a great saving to the county taxpayers. 


The plan is simply this: The commissioners would make a 
contract so that Chief M. A. Hornsby, of the Atlanta police force, 
would serve as chief of both departments. All police work would 
be directed from the department with its radio system and its 
knowledge of policing. e city system does have some discipline 
and the members do work at their jobs. : 


The county police members would be appointed through civil 
service, something the city force badly needs, and would continue 
as county officers. Their work could be integrated with that of 
the city force. and the efficiency of covering the city and county 
would be greatly increased. > 


It would not take away any of the county’s patronage in giv- 
ing jobs nor would it cause the county to lose 
already depends on the city radio. It is perfectly ridiculous to put 
the taxpayers of the county to the cost of paying for a chief. 


This. plan could be accomplished:in a few hours and within a 
week the two forces could be working as one and doing a much 
better job of running down burglars, thieves, lottery operators 


and so on. 

This plan has the advantage of simplicity. It 
Not a Merger does not “merge” the two forces. It simply puts 
both under a trained chief and one who understands police work. 
It would require no legislation. In fact, all it would require is the 
decision to do it. We already do something aléng that line in the 
fire department, but this would have to go a little farther because 
of the nature of police work. We would just put the two depart- 
ments under one chief and get down to work and quit now the 
foolish business of duplicating costly services and jobs. 


The fingerprint department will serve as an example. I am 
sure the Fulton county fingerprint department is a good one. It 
is staffed by an unnecessary number of persons. Cities with popu- 
lations of a half-million or more get by with four men, but politics 
has put a dozen or more into the Fulton county department. The 
two could, and should be, merged in one. The people don’t require 
the luxury. of two fingerprint departments. 


Well, that in brief, is the McGill plan and if there is one sound 
argument against it I would like to have the opportunity of meet- 
ing it. There have been plans of merging the two and I think that 
would be fine. We simply haven’t waked up to what a costly busi- 
ness this is of duplicating services. But, we have not come along 
far enough to do that job. But if there is any logical reason why 
we could not, within a week, have a county force operating in co- 
tommy and directed by Chief M. A. Hornsby, I cannot 

scover it. 


: : There is too much opposition to merging 
No Consolidation the two governments and maybe it is not 
desirable at this time. But it does seem to me that we could 
merge the duplicated services. 


It seems to me the height of good sense to have one tax office 
instead of two. It appears to be equally sound that we have one 
tax assessor’s office and so on wherever services are duplicated. 


These things are not new ideas. They have been discussed for 
years. Eventually we will have them. They are blocked by those 
who fear their own prestige would suffer and by those who think 
they might lose a job. 


One day, of course, when the public finally realizes how much 
it is costing them to retain these luxuries, all relics of early days 
when there were no large cities including most of a county’s popula- 
tion, there will be a concerted demand for the abolition of these 
luxuries. 


Meanwhile, all one can do is continue to point them out and to 
argue for them. The immediate problem is police. The county 
department is very costly and it has been a slipshod department 
in so far as management is concerned. County residents are well 
aware of its failures. 


The luxury of a chief is just a luxury. A simple decision to 
put Chief Hornsby in charge, leaving the force a separate one but 
under one direction, would so co-ordinate the police work of the 
two departments that both city and county would be better pro- 
tected and at less cost. ?

Russian general later explained | 


that incredible defense in five 
words: “They were willing to die.” 

Men. who are willing to die can- 
not be conquered. They must be 
killed. And if they have guns and 


ammunition, the job of extermi- 
nating them is long and bloody, 
no matter what force is brought 
against them. 


History reports many lost battles 
that might have been won by men 
determined to win or die. They 
were lost by men who retreated to 
fight again or surrendered to save 
their lives. ; 

We are told by wishful thinkers, 
some of them in high place, that 
the business of defeating Japan 
will require little time after we 
have disposed of the Huns. 


People who believe that, and 
base their plans upon it, may be 


the first to lose heart, for it still} 


is true that “hope deferred maketh 
the heart sick.” 


Nobody knows what the Japs 
will do, but we can judge the fu- 
ture only by the past. And in the 
past we have defeated them only 
by killing them. 


Many people think they will quit 
when Germany is defeated and all 
the power of America, Britain, 
France, Holland and perhaps Rus- 
sia is thrown against them. They 
will Know they are doomed. 


But has the certainty of defeat 
ever caused any of them to give 
up? Many have killed themselves 
rather than be captured, but few 
if any unwounded soldiers have 
surrendered. 


We'll have the ships and planes 
to command sea and sky (after we 
win. enough bases for them) but 
ships and planes do not defeat 

reat land armies, and veteran 
ap armies in China must be de- 
feated.

~ Wendell Willkie Had 
Courage of Convictions 


WASHINGTON, — Wendell Willkie will go 
down in history.as one of the great paradoxes of 
the American political system. 


_A Wall Street lawyer and the head of a billion-dollar publie 
utility holding company, two political liabilities of the first magni- 
tude, he nevertheless succeeded in capturing the Republican nomi- 
nation for President. And he received the greatest number of votes 
ever polled by a Republican candidate for that high office. 


Against anyone but Mr. Roosevelt the Indiana man would have 
won easily. He had the capacity for making one of the greatest 
Presidents in the history of the nation. No one who knew him 
could deny the man’s high intellectual attainments, the quality of 
his patriotism or the force of his leadership. He was a born leader. . 

Mr. Willkie, had he lived, would. have continued ¢o exert a 
powerful influence on the political affairs of the nation for years to 
come. Already he had become the scourge of the Republican Old 
Guard, down. whose throats his nomination was rammed at the 
Philadelphig’convention four years ago. : 

The Old Guard put up some semblance of unity during 
campaign, but once Willkie was defeated he immediately -became a 
storm center in his party. He remained the chief disturbing factor 
in the GOP up until the time of his death. No one is yet able 
to say that he would have supported Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 


the present campaign. Chances are that he would not have. 


Perhaps the most forceful part of his character was his great 
terres ae a i sag by President Roosevelt in his 
ribute to the man. en the European war clouds to gr¢ 
in intensity, Mr. Willkie said in May, 1941: “This em ~5/ 


quarrel over trivialities; the world is on fire.” 

: - My first meeting with Mr. Willkie some years 
First Meeting ago was enough to impress me with his -out- 
standing force of character. It was at the time of the fight in 
congress over the abolishment of utility holding companies back in 
the days of the first Roosevelt administration. 

The President was determined that the holding companies should 
be outlawed. Most of*the important utility executives of the coun- 
try had converged on Washington to defeat the bill, if possible. 

Fred B. Wilson, the able executive of the Georgia Power Com- 
pany, had invited me to attend a conference of some of the leading 
utility heads for the purpose of giving a bit of gratuitous advice 
on certain public relations questions that had arisen in connection 
with the campaign to defeat the bill. 

The brains of the utility industry of America was probably 
represented in that conference. 

After a time I was called upon to. pass judgment, as an active 
newspaperman, on a matter of public relations policy that was 
being considered. I*told the conference frankly .that they were 
considering a bad move, that to follow a tact of the kind proposed 
would throw the industry open to crucifixion by the President, inte 
whose hands they would be playing.

LEAGUE OF WOMEN VOTERS 


Duplication of services has been 
and is one of the most acute prob- 
lems in the governments of At- 
lanta and Fulton county. The 
League of Women Voters for many 
years has advocated consolidation 
of departments whenever feasible. 
Why not the pédlice forces? - ~ 

To a large degree, Atlanta and 
Fulton serve and are supported 
‘by the same people.’ Why should 
these people be compelled to pay 
thé cost of two separate and dis- 
tinct police departments when one 
would 
efficient? Wouldn't they get more 
for their tax money if they paid 
one administrative’cost instead of 
two? - Bet di 

The proposals now pending to 
‘reorganize the county police . de- 
partment makes these questions 
timely: Is not this’the opportune 
moment for the two governments 


»| to give careful consideration to a 


merger of their police forces? 
Wouldn't this give better protec- 
tion and service to the people of 
the whole metropolitan area? 


On completion. of his thorough 
study -of the governments of At- 
lanta and Fulton county, Dr, Reed 
stated: “We have not been able 
to escape the conclusion that effi- 
ciency in polite service in the met- 


_| ropolitan area of Atlanta requires 


a unified command. Two police 
departments with. their headquar- 
ters within four blocks of one an- 
other are not only unnecessary 
but positively detrimental.” 


He pointed out that this dupli- 


‘|eation made it “difficult for ‘the 


public to fix responsibjlity for the 
success or failure of police work. 
. .+. Conflicting jurisdictions can 
only be wasteful and confusing 
and have /been referred to unfa- 
vorably in grand jury reports.” | 

Dr. Reed recommended a civil 
service system for both Atlanta 
and Fulton county police depart- 
ments, 


Although he suggested merging 
the forces primarily as a method 
of improving efficiency rather 
than as an economy measure, he 
said he believed “in the long run, 
it would tend to keep down police 
expenditures.” 


(The 1944 budgets carry police 
appropriatiofis of $363,100. for 
county police for a force of 104, 
while the city has set up $1,444,- 
45@.03 far a force of approximate- 
ly 456 positions.) 

The Reed report is the last sur- 
vey made by. a competent expert 
on governmental organization and, 
as such, ite recommendations 
should carry great weight with 
those seeking to better our police 
departments. . 

Police and politics don’t mix. 
Politics is based on. favoring your 
friends and punishing your ene- 
mies. Policing demands penalties 
against friend and foe aliké, Un- 
derworld privileges and bug rack- 
eteering are the inevitable results 
of mixing the two. , 

It is common knowledge that 
the police of both Fulton county 
and Atlanta actively engage in 
politics during each campaign. 
They divide their time between 
their police duties and getting 
votes for their favorite Gandidates. 
When their choice loses, they be- 


be more economical and 


come the target of the winning 
candidates. When their choice 
wins, they expect and usually get 
rewards for their efforts in his be- 
half. And the rewards are paid 
for out of the taxpayer’s pocket- 
book, in the form of raises and 
promotions based on favoritism in- 
stead of on merit. 


A — merit system in the 
only known way of stopping this 
vicious circle.. Under the merit 
principle a man is given his job 
solely on the basis of his fitness 
to perform the duties of the posi- 
tion. His promotion is based on 
his efficiency and not on his abili- 
ty to pick the winning side in a 
campaign. ’ 

Under a merit system, members 
of the police force are relieved: of 
political work outside of their jobs 
and are no longer forced to make 
financial contributions to cam- 
paign funds, 

Policemen protected by a gen- 
uine merit system are the only 
ones who can afford to enforce the 
law im and without fear 
of reprisal. 


Most counties over the country 
do not have police departments. 
County government i8 traditional. 
ly the unit for rural or semi-rural] 
areas. With a population of, this

In some. counties with dense] 
populated sections ‘similar to Ful- 
ton county, the police force has 
been combined with that of the 
city located within the county 
boundaries, thus pooling. the funds 
and personnel for better policing. 

When Philadelphia combined its 
city and county governments, the 
merging of police forces was one 
of the most successful aspects. 
The result was a more efficient 
enforcement of law and reduction 
in cost. Instead of jurisdictional 
friction there was harmony. 

Detroit and Wayne ‘county also 
have a combined police force. Bir- 
mingham and Jefferson county 
have one. - 

San Francisco, Baltimore, St. 
Louis, Denver New York, New 
Orleans, Honolulu and numerous 
Virginia cities also have one police 
department. 

Such examples show that merg- 
ing our forces would not be an ex- 
periment but would follow tried 
and proved practices. 

Disputes and disagreements be- 
tween Atlanta and Fulton county 
often make the headlines. The 
public tends to forget instances of 
co-operation. 

As evidence that such co-opera- 
tion does exist and furnishes a pat- 
tern which could well be extended 
to the police, the league calls at-

tention ‘to the following joint ac- 
tivities of the two governments: 


The’ ay. pone county ep + a 
mH go Snir with 
Chief Styron ng as head of 
the force.. The county selects and 
pays its own firemen, buys the 
necessary equipment, builds its 
own fire stations, etc. The admin- 
istration of the department is uni- 
fied and centralized under ohe 
head and the fire alarm system 
serves both city and county sta- 
tions. Also in emergencies city 
and county equipment and per- 
pm answer calls and back each 
other. 

One welfare department now 
cares for the needy of both city 
and county. Previous to this ar- 
rangement, the city had its own 
welfare office and the county car- 
ried on miscellaneous welfare ac- 
tivities also. The county took over 
this entire responsibility and it is 
now supported by a county-wide 
tax levied for relief purposes. 

The institutions under the sup- 
ervision of the Grady board of 
trustees (Battle Hill, Steiner. 
white and colored Grady) take 
care of the needy ill of both city 
and county. Fulton pays for pa- 
tients living outside the city lim- 
its on a per patient cost basis. 
When the hospital authority takes 
over: the operation of the 
program, as already P oan | o 
a vote of the people, these institu- 
tions will be supported by a coun- 
fg tax levied for the care of 

e ; 


There was a time when the city 
of Atlanta operated a separate 
system of registration for voting. 
The county had to maintain a 
registration system also, duplicat- 
ing the work of the city. Now At- 
lanta uses the list of qualified 
voters furnished it by the county 
registrar at a nominal cost. This 
prevents duplication of work and 
enables the citizens to register at 
one place only. 


The metropolitan sewer system 
serves residents of both city and 
county. After a year-long dispute, 
the city and county entered into a 
contract which Jroveee for joint 
development and use of the sewer 
system. This city water system 
supplies water to outlying. districts 
with the consumers paying for the 
service they receive. 


The city and county are co-op- 
erating on a 50-50 basis in resur- 
oe many streets inside the city 


The municipal airport has been 
developed jointly .by city, coun 
and federal expenditures. Contra 
for engineering of further improve- 
ments has been let with cost di- 
vided equally between the two 
governments. 

An attempt has been made by 
city and county to co-ordinate their 
postwar plans. This is a necessary 
first step toward sound planning. 


The need for vocational train- 
ing is not adequately met by either 
the city or county school system. 
Recognizing the acute needs in 
this field, the two. school boards 
have passed a resolution to make 
this a joint project when the nec- 
essary funds are obtained.

Landslide for Roosevelt 
If War Maintains Pace 


(Mr. Roper, who conducts the “Fortune” magazine surveys of 
public opinion, today begins a series of articles analyzing polls on 


next month’s national election.) 


, 


One of the questions most frequently asked’ of public opinion 
surveyors during this campaign is: “But aren’t there more chances 


of 


this election than there were in the last two elections?” 


The answer is most emphatically yes. Both the Fortune Survey of Pub- 


lic Opinion and the Gallup Poll 
indicate that the odds favor the 
re-election of President Roosevelt. 
I would summarize the situation 
by saying that all signs point to 
a rather overwhelming Roosevelt 
victory if: the war continues along 
at about its present pace, and that 
if the war in Europe should end 
very quickly it would make for 
a closer race but with whatever 
slight odds there were still on 
Roosevelt. siete 

Surveys taken this far in ad- 
vance of election are not intended 
to be final predictions of the out- 
come. They are intended to do the 
only thing they can do—reflect the 
state of public opinion at the time 
they are taken. Such early sur- 
veys, however. do make it possible 
to speculate on what later ones 
might show. Let us suppose the 
final surveys, taken just before 
election, show Roosevelt in the 
lead. What contingencies are there, 
peculiar to this year’s election, 
which* could make them wrong? 
SOLDIER VOTE FACTOR 

First, of course, there is the sol- 
dier vote. We are forbidden by 
law to make surveys among the 
soldiers and therefore we have no 
way of knowing how they will vote 
or even if they will vote, People 
who claim some knowledge of the 
psychological attitude of our mili- 
tary men have estimated the sol- 
dier vote at anywhere from 10 per 
cent to.35 per cent of the ‘otal 
eligible vote. Some astute and 
hard-working local party leaders 
are claiming they will get a 50 
per cent return. 

Not only do we not know how 
many will vote, but we don’t know

Numbers of people have moved 
from Aheir homes to new states or 
new cities where, in many in- 
stances, they are not eligible to 
vote unless they take the precau- 
tion to register. Most of this 
shifted population is of working 
people—the backbone of Roose- 
velt’s strength. If enthusiasm for

The Lunch Box Should Carry 
K Third of Day's Food Needs 


By SALLY SAVER. 


Packing ' the lunch box is to 
many a housekeeper the most un- 


inspiring and monotonous task of 
the day. The lunch box gets into 
a rut and she can’t seem to get it 
out. This is, I think, because the 
lunch box has such definite limi- 
tations; many foods wilt within 
the gosy confines of those small 
walls, and the basis of the lunch- 
box meal naturally is something 
between two slices of bread,” in 
other words, a sandwich. Even 
there, one runs into the danger 
of monotony for ‘some fillings 
make the bread soggy, and it is 
difficult to think up new and sat- 
isfactory combinations. 


One of the surest. and best 
means of getting variety into the 
lunch box meal is to vary. the 
breads, Instead of. white bread 
always, try rye, pumpernickel, 
whole wheat, salt,rising, nut bread, 
date or prune bread, buns, and 
even toast for a change. A ther- 
mos bottle is of intestimable value 
to the luncher, for it may contain 


either a hot ar cold drink, or hot}: 


soup which helps much toward 
keeping the meal ‘varied and inter- 
esting. Small waxed cups with 
tight-fitting covers, or small: glass 
jars with close covers should be 
used for slaw, salads, puddings, 


custards and desserts. 

In packing the lunch box please 
never forget that it is not merely 
a snack, but a meal, And as such

Use softened spread for 
this.) Top with crisp bacon and 
fit other buttered slice on ‘top.

Too Strenuous a Workout. 
Increases Short Girl's Appetite 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


A 30-inch waistline may be al- 
most streamlined for the girl of 
five feet eight, but it’s the finish 
of a short girl’s figure. In fact, 
the closer a girl conte to five feet 
of height, the less leeway she can 
give her waistline. Twenty-six 
inches is about the limit. 

This is not a brief for strenu- 
ous exercise. The exercise is sec- 
ondary in the short stocky girl’s 
program. Too strenuous a work- 
out would just give her a better 
appetite and that is no help to the 
waist measure. The idea is to 
have the exercise dead center. In 
this set every movement counts. 


Position:. Lie on the back on 
the floor, stretched to full length 
with arms up on floor overhead. 


Movement: Push up on the floor 
with the right arm as you stretch 
the right leg across the left and 
touch the toes to floor on the far 
side. Pull in both directions for 
a thorough two-way stretch. Relax 
and repeat with the left arm and 
leg. Continue for six counts, mak- 
ing sure to pull slim through the 
midriff section with each stretch. 
Be careful not to roll over on the 
side of the hip so that there is a 
definite twist at the waistline, 


The next exercise increases the 
slimming twist of the waist. 

Position: Lie on back on floor, 
right knee flexed, left leg down, 
arms stretched straight out at 
— side in une with the shoul- 
ers 

Movement: ‘Vary slowly force 
the point of the right knee down 
over the left leg to touch knee- 
oint to the floor on the left side. 

hroughout keep pulling up and 
in with the muscles of the lower 
abdominal wall. Come back to 
position, flex left knee with right 


leg straight down, and touch knee- 
cap to floor at right. Repeat six 
times, later 12, very slowly. This 
exercise gives a sharp twist and 
is not recommended for anyone 
who has trouble with the lower 
back. 

The third exercise reaches the

Ds. 

Position: Lying on back on floor 
with arms out at either side in 
line with shoulders, ‘legs straight 
down on floor. 

Movement: Swing one leg 
straight up to right angle, then 
swing it across to try to touch 
the toes to the fingers of the out- 
stretched hand on opposite side, 
Repeat with other leg and con- 
tinue, six counts only, but later 
increase until you do 12, Always 
make sure to raise the leg to right 
angle first. Otherwise, it is a 
sloppg exercise and not much ac- 
count.

tions and impress the gullible 
with his “jawbreaker” words, 
but that isn’t good teaching, 
though many of our professors 
and clergy are still doing it.

CASE D-274: At the age of 16, 
I was elected president of the 
young people’s society in a lead- 
ing church at Fort Wayne, Ind. 

I took my duties seriously, for 
as an oldest child and rather in- 
trovertive, I was already accus- 
tomed to taking on responsibili- 
ties and looking for definite evi- 
dences of accomplishment. 

So I wished to see our society 
increase its membership. I want- 
ed the Sunday night meetings to 
be more interesting, so we could 
attract bigger crowds. 

We high schoolers didn’t have 
much knowledge of public speak- 
ing techniques, and most of the 
members were so shy they had to 
be high pressured into leading 
the meeting when it came their 
turn. 

The church paper for young 
people was available to us, but 
it was full of generalized philoso- 
phical discourses by eminent 
clergymen. After you read what 
they said, you still had received 
hardly a single idea ofa specific 
sort for actually making the meet- 
ing more interesting. 
l‘AGER FOR DEFINITE IDEAS 

We young folks were eager and 
hungry for definite ideas that we 
could put to work. 

I bought a couple of recom- 
mended volumes from the central 
office of this church and also got 
a copy of Robert’s Rules of Or- 
der. The latter was the only 
worthwhile book of the lot. 

Then I went to a couple of sum- 
mer institutes for young people, 
thinking I would receive some aid 
there. I obtained very little, for 
the teachers were typical brain 
trusters, dealing in generalities 
whereas we young people wanted 
specific techniques or formulae. 

These religious educational 
teachers, however, were no worse 
than the other college professors 
of that day, many of whom are 
still up in the clouds even in 1944, 
and so far removed from life as 
it is actually lived, as to render 
time in their classes almost a to- 
ta’ loss to the pupils.

With the two Cardinal 
twirlers striking out nine Brownies 
and the American Leaguers’ pitch- 
ers fanning five, the moundsmen 
hung up a new series record for 
strikeouts. 

In the six games they fanned 92, 
five more than the previous mark 
set by the Cardinals and Phila- 
delphia Athletics in the seven- 
game set in 1931. Lanier whiffed 
five before developing a streak of 
wildness in the sixth. Wilks took 
over with one out and Brownies 
perched on second and third and 
added four more strikeouts, in- 
cluding Pinch Hitters Milt Byrnes 
and Mike Chartak to end the game 
and the series. 

The top-coat weather (the tem- 
perature was in the neighborhood 
of 60 degrees) was not pleasing to 
the smallest crowd of the series, 
31,630, but Lanier and Wilks were 
plenty. hot.

Summit police chief was called to 
a Negro roadhouse on the outskirts 
of Summit to restore order. After 
so doing, it was alleged in the in- 
formation, Bohannon “wilfully, 
unlawfully and without provoca- 
tion” shot and killed Davis with 
a pistol. 


State authorities took no action 
after a coroner’s inquest, the de- 
partment sadi, adding the War De- 

artment said, adding the War De- 
or action. 

Chief Bohannon at Summit said 
late yesterday that he had received 
no notice of the action by the Jus- 
tice Department. He said he shot 
and killed a Negro soldier named 
Davis in self-defense while inves- 
tigating a report of trouble at a 
roadhouse, 

“I felt a knife in his pocket and 
before I could do anything else he 
hit me under the chin and tfied to, 
trip me,” said the chief. “He tried 
to take my gun and when I 
stopped him he said he knew. 
where he could get one and started 
around the house. I called him to 
come back and he came toward 
me with his left fist up and his 
right fist winding. I toid him to 
stop but he came on. I shot him.”
